Steam And Hot Water 


Fatal To Williamson 


Crew Members 


(By the Associated Press) 


NEWPORT, 
R. I.— Four 
men 


were killeid and four injured, three 
probably fatally when 
they were 


trapped in escaping steam and hot 
water in the fire room of the de- 
stroyer Williamson, in Narragali- 
sett Bay today. All were members 
of the fire room crew.

lower ventilator' which' carries the 
heated air from fire room number 
two, naval officials said, was closed 
in some manner 
not 
yet known. 


The sudden pressure of air set the 
blower to racing and when the gov- 
ernor failed to control it by shut- 
ting off the steam the blower ex- 
ploded. The force of the explosion 
broke the water feed line and the 
steam line in. the fire room, _ which 
was left almost without 
air and

ONE-SIXTEENTH OF FARM POPULATION 


DRIVEN FROM FARMS 
T 


HE recent report of the Department of 
Agriculture that two million of the farm 
population left the farms in 1922, is an 


indication of the tremendous disaster to agri- 
culture which cirove one-sixteenth of the farm 
population off the farms. The Department also 
reports that nineteen per cent or nearly one- 
fifth of the farms of the U. S. had different oc- 
cupants, whether owners or tenants, in Decem- 
ber 1922 than they had the year before. 


The Department reports that about six per 


cent of the farms of the U. S. appear to have 
changed ownership and over one-fourth of the 
tenant farms changed tenants. 
This means 


that nearly 400,000 American farms changed 
ownership, and about 660,000 tenant farmers 
or 27 per cent of the more than two and one- 
third million farm tenants in the U. S. had1 


come to the farms within twelve months pre- 
ceding December 1922. The economic and so- 
cial consequences of such a lisaster are hard to 
over-state. 
Of course, in some instances, 


changes, whether of owners or tenants, oc- 
curred in an effort to better conditions, but as 
the Department comments: 


"Shifting that does not result in better or all 


around mating of farms vith farm families, is 
at least partly uneconomic." It is more than 
partly uneconomic. It is thoroughly uneconomic 
and tends to disintegrate the farm life of the 
nation. 
The Department asserts that about 


ten percent of the tenants either discontinued 
farming or moved out of the community. 


Of the two-thirds of a million farms oper- 


ated . by tenants that changed tenants during- 
1922, over one-half were found in six states, 
all southern, and1 over three-fourths in the fif- 
teen southern states. In both Georgia and 
Texas, over 70,000 tenant farms changed ten- 
ants during the year. There was apparently 
an increase in the percentage of tenant farms 
in F.bout three-fourths, of the state. In Decem- 
ber 1022, approximately 1,241,200 farms had
